spring several inches out of square after the 
blinds are in operation without affecting the 
working of them in the least. They do not 
rattle or slam, and ventilation can be perfectly 
regulated. These blinds add greatly to the 
warmth of an apartment, acting the same as a 
double sash, and are easily changed so as to ad- 
mit light and air at any part of the window, 
while being fine pieces of cabinet-work, which 
add as much to the appearance of the room as 
a piece of furniture. They can be adjusted to 
any window, new or old, with great facility. 
No special construction of frame is required. 
They are specially adapted to bay windows, 
where there is little room, and to circular or 
swell windows; also circle, segment, oval or 
diamond-top windows.
